Doheny Jr., charging them 
conspiracy to defraud the 
Government In connection with the 
leasing of the California reserve, 

In the :econd, Fall and Siznctalr 
were accused of conspiring to de- 
fraud in connection with the Tea- 
pot Dome lease. 

$100,000 Bribe Alleged. 

The third indictment charged 
Fall with accepting a bribe of 
$100.000 for using his official in- 
fluence in the California leases in 
behalf of Doheny Sr. 

The two Dohenys in he fourth 
indictment were charged with in- 
ducing Fall. in behalf of the Pan- 
American Petroleum Co., by the 
“unlawful and felonious’ pay nent 
of $100,000; to take an unlawful! 
action. 

Fall, it was testified before the 
Senate Oi) Committee, was loaned 
$100,000 by Doheny and the money 
was delivered in a satchel by Do- 
heny Jr. Later Doheny obtained 
the lease to the Elk Hills reserve 
in California. Sinclair obtained the 
Teapot Dome, Wyo., reserve with- 
out competitive bidding. 


Civil Suits Under Way. 


The indictments served to start 
the Government’s criminal cases 
in the oi] imbroglio. Civil suits 
already have begun by Atlee Pom- 
erene and Owen J. Roberts. spe- 
cflal counse) appointed to conduct 
the prosecutions. 

In considering the indictments 
the grand jury had before it near- 
ly all of those who testified during 
the times that sensations were be- 
ing staged daily before the Senate 
Comniittee. In addition much of 
the evidence made available by the 
committee was at the call of the 
grand jurors. 


The committee in the majority 
report prepared by Senator Walsh 
qDem.), Montana, found that the 
law had been “flagrantly’’ disre- 
garded in the negotiation of the 
Sinclair. and Doheny leases, and 
that President Harding’s action in 
issuing an executive order trans- 
ferring the naval reserves to the 
Interior Department was illegal. 
Secretary Fall's secret negotiation 
of the leases was described as in 
disregard of the statutes. 

Sinclair Paid Out $1,000,000. 

No opinion was expressed by the 
committee as to whether the pay- 
ment by Doheny to Fall of the 
$100.000 was in fact a loan. but 
Fall's acceptance of it was charac- 
terized as “reprehensible in the last 
degree.” Likewise, the report re- 
lated without comment how Sin- 
clair paid out $1,000,000 to clear 
Teapot Dome of conflicting claims. 
some of which, it said, at least were 
“shadowy:"” had sent a consign- 
ment of blooded cattle to Fall's 
New Mexico ranch, and had em- 
plored Fall after he had left the 
Cabinet. 

As brought out before the com- 
mittee, the younger Doheny’s part 
in the transaction was to bring to 
Fall in Washington $100,000 in a 
satchel. Doheny Sr. never pro- 
duced the note which he said he 
received from Fall. but he pre- 
senated a note with the signature 
torn off which, he said, Fall had 
given his son. 

The first indictment, dealing with 
the California reserves, said the 
Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Co., of which E..L. Do- 
heny was president and E. L. Do- 
heny Jr. a vice president. was anx- 
lous among others, to obtain con- 
sideration in the exploitation of the 
oll deposits. 

Fall's Letter to Doheny.

CLEVELAND, *©., June 40.— 
Ninety-five persons are known to 
be dead in Ohio today as a result 
of Saturday's severe wind, raiw and 
electricd) storm, which swept the 
coast of Lake Erie from San@usky 
to Lorain, devastating a large por- 
tion of Lorain and parts of San- 
dusky. 

Although the loss of life was not 
as great as at first believed, relief 
workers said today the list of dead 
may grow. Several hundred per- 
sons were reported injured, several 
score of them seriously, and the 
property damage is estimated at 
more than $30,000,000. 

Casualties and Property Loss. 

A tabulation of the storm dam- 
| age as compiled by the Associated

Greatest Loss at Lorain. 

The storm first struck Sandusky. 
doing most of its damage in the 
eastern part of the city, and then 
jumped almost 25 miles to Lorain. 
where the greatest loss of lives oc- 
curred. 

At Lorain, where approximarely 
125 city blocks, or about 25 per 
cent of the city’s residences, were 
damaged, most of them beyond 
repair, were destroyed, the 
heaviest loss of life occurred in the 
State Theater, a motion picture 
show, which eollapsed, crushing 
manyrof the spectators, the wind 
reached a velocity of 85 miles an 
hour at Lorain. 

Of all of the business buildings 
that line Lorain’s mile-long main 
street, Broadway, only two, the 
Postoffice and _ the four-story 
Eagles’ Club Building, escaped 
without damage.

When Missouri was called and 
the vote announced for McAdoo, 
Shannon protested and asked that 
the delegation be polled. After the 
call of other states had been com- 
pleted the poll wag taken. It 
showed 25 votes for McAdoo, 
for Davis and 8 not voting. 

Shannon Makes Specch. 

The six cistrict delegates frota 
St. Louis and the two from Karsas 
City refused to vote, and Shannon, 
taking the platform, insisted that 
even under a unit rule instrurtion 
delegates who refused to vote at 
all could not be counted for any 
candidate. 

He said that McAdoo money had 
been used in Missouri and that if 
the full State vote were counted for 
him the wishes of the people of the 
State would be violated. 

“Both McAdoo and Senator Reed 
were rejected by our State conven- 
tion.” Shannon said. “Reed had 
400 delegates in the convention and 
McAdoo had $0.”

It charged that Fall 
and Sinclair entered into “unlaw- 
ful and felonious conspiracy” to 
award to the Mammoth Oll Co. a 
contract “upon terms enormously 
profitable” and in “a crafty, de- 
ceitful, secret and _ surreptitious 
manner involving the making by 
said Albert B. Fall of false repre- 
sentations and statements.” 


Overt Acts of Alleged Plot. 

As overt acts under the con- 
spiracy, the indictment set up 
copies of the formal offer for the 
lease made to the Government by 
Sinclair and the Mammoth com- 
pany. It also included a _ letter 
written by Fall, March 30, 1922, to 
Joseph W. Clark, a Leadville 
(Colo.) attorney, in which Fall, an- 
swering the attorney's inquiry, de- 
clared the Government, particular- 
ly on the California reserve, was 
endeavoring to refrain from “de- 
veloping the same more rapidly 
than necessary.” 


Fall, it continued, on March 20, 
1922, also notified Frank E. Kist- 
ler, who inquired as to the possi- 
bility of obtaining a Teapot Dome 
lease for the Producers and Refin- 
ers’ Corporation that “the said Al- 
bert B. Fall, as Secretary of the 
Interior, had not yet determined 
on any policy as to such contracts 
and leases,”’ but would advise the 
corporation in time to enable it “to 
compete for securing such con- 
tracts and lease.” 


The Third Indictment. 


The third indictment cited the 
Pan-American Petroleum and 
Transport Co.'s arrangement for 


the construction of oil storage 
tanks in Hawali and said that Fall 
had been “influenced in favor of 
his consenting to, approving and 
arranging contracts and the lease” 
because he “unlawfully and feloni- 
ously did accept and receive from 
Edward L. Doheny certain money, 
to-wit, the sum of $100,000.” 
Fourth and _ final in the series 
was the indictment charging E. 1. 
Doheny and EB. L. Doheny Jr., in 
behalf of the Pan-American Petro- 
leum and Transport Co. “with in- 
tent on their part to induce said 
Albert B. Fall to do acts in vio- 
lation of his said lawful duty,” to 
have given “unlawfully and feloni- 
ously to said Albert B. Fall certain 
money, the sum of $100,000, against 
the peace and dignity of the United 
States and contrary to the form of 
the statutes.”’

When Indiana was called on the 
sixth a fair Hoosier maid mounted 
a chair and declared: ‘Thirty -otes 
for Senator Ralston, and I wou!4 
cast 300 votes if I had them.” 

Louisiana on this ballot slid her 
20 to John W. Davis of West Vir- 
ginia, after having visited Harrison, 
Robinson and Glass. It was the 
first substanital accretion to the 
Davis strength. 

Glass and Davis Hold Vote. 

Few if any of the delegations 
were doing any fre-polling on the 
floor during the progress of the 
ballot. 

Kate Waller Barrett from her 
seat in the Virginia delegation an- 
nounced the delegation’s determin- 
ation to keep her 24 votes with 
Senator Glass. Vv -t Virginia re- 
plied with its determination to 
keep its 16 intact for John W. 
Davis. 

In the interval between the sixth 
and seventh ballots, Senator Harri- 
son of Mississippi read to the con- 
vention an Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washintgon announc- 
ing the indictment of Harry F. 
Sinclaif, Albert B. Fall and E. L. 
Doheny and his son in eonnection 
with the oil land leasing scandals. 
The convention let out some 
whoops of approval for Senator 
Walsh, the prosecutor of the Senate 
committee, who modestly withdrew 
from the platform. 


The official announcement gave 
McAdoo 4429-10 votes: Smith, 
2615-10 votes, and Davis of West 
Virginia, 56% votes. That, how- 
ever, did not agree with other tab- 
ulations made on the platform. 

Seventh Ballot Fruitiess. 

On the seventh ballot Louisiana 
stuck for John W. Davis of West 
Virginia with her 20 votes. Here- 
tofore the 20 had been carried 
about to different candidates. 

The seventh ballot was no more 
fruitful of results than its_prede- 
cessors. It failed to change any 
results materially and it failed to 
indicate anything. 


Michigan Changes on Eighth. 

The eighth ballot started off 
showing indications of no more 
changes than the others. Chair- 
man Walsh asked the convention 
to be quiet and orderly to expedite 
business and promised that it was 
the plan to take a short recess for 
dinner about 5 o'clock, Eastern 
daylight saving time, before pro- 
ceeding to a night session for more 
ballotinz. 


Michigan made a break toward 
McAdoo on this ballot, dividing as 
follows:. Ferris, 6%; McAdoo, 5; 
Smith, 8; John W. Davis, 2; Un- 
derwood, 5%; Glass, 2; William J. 
Bryan, 1; Cox, 1. That was the 
first break of note and it came 
wholly unexpected, and unforecast.

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Court Rules Wife 
Must Obey Husband 
About Curling Hair 


Alabama Appeals Bench Re- 
verses Decision of Circuit 
Judge in Marital Tangle. 


By the Associated Press. 
MONTGOMERY, Ala., June 29.— 
The age-old marriage vow contain- 


ing the word “obey.” fast tending 
toward obsolescence, was given an 
interpretation with “teeth” by the 
Alabama Court of Appeals when it 
upheld, in effect, the right of a 
husband to object to his wife’s em- 
ployment of adventitious aids to 
her supposedly natural beauty. 

It is the imperative duty of a 
man’s wife to obey, the Court held. 
The wife in question had curled her 
hair against the expressed wish of 
her husband. 

In rendering the opinion, the 
Court also decided it not only was 
the husband's right, but the duty of 
the husband, in absence of proof of 
bad character, to fix the domicile 
of his children, irrespective of the 
mother’s wishes. The ruling was 
made in reversing a lower court 
which had issued a writ of habeas 
corpus to Mrs. Macon Sparkman to 
recover custody of her daughter. 

Following domestic incompati- 
bility asa result of his wife's cur! 
hair, it was said, Mrs. Sparkman 
left her husband, taking the child. 
Later Sparkman recovered the 
daughter and placed her in his 
mother’s home. Mr. Sparkman filed 
petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
and the lower court ordered Spark- 
man to produce the child, This or- 
der met reversal in the appellate 
tribunal.

Leaders Glad Fight Over 
Platform Is Over and 
Bitterness Aroused Is

NEW YORK, June 30.—How the 
bitter fight that raged in the Dem- 
ocratic convention Saturday night 


and early Sunday morning’ on the 
proposal to name the Ku Klux 
Klan in the platform would affect 
the fortunes of various candidates 
and the Democratic party as a 
whole was the chief topic of dis- 
cussion on the eve of the ballot- 
ing on the presidential nomination. 
The opinion most commonly 
heard was that the fight had sad- 
ly damaged the chances of Senator 
Ralston of Indiana. Prior to the 
contest it was widely believed that 
Ralston would be the nominee. 
The fall in the Ralston stock 
was caused by the knowledge that 
Tom Taggart of Indiana, the chief 
sponsor of the Senator’s boom, had 
incurred the ill-will of George: E. 
Brennan of Illinois and the other 
leaders of the fight for the adop- 
tion of a plank denouncing the 


Brennan, it developed, told Tag- 
gart that he wanted 10 out of In- 
diana’s 30 votes delivered in favor 
of this plank. .Taggart produced 
only five votes, 

Crossing over to the Indiana del- 
egation while the fight was at its 
height, the Illinois boss expressed 
his mind without bothering to pick 
diplomatic phrases, 

“Don't you fellows want to land 
your candidate for the  presi- 
dency?” he demanded. He told 
Taggart and the delegation, with 
picturesque emphasis, that they’ 
were taking a mighty bad way to 
accomplish that result. 

Taggart Stands Firm. 

Brennan’s storming was futile. 
Taggart not only did not deliver the 
biock of 10 votes that Brennan had 
counted on, but when the contest 
had narrowed down to the point 
where the change of one vote ap- 
parently would have tipped the 
scales he failed to produce . that 
change from any of his follow- 
ers. 

It was officially announced this 
morning that the vote on the plank 
maming the klan was 641 17-20 
ayes and 546 3-20 noes. The totals 
as first compiled were 541 3-20 and 
542 3-20. Thus the plank actually 
was defeated by 4 6-20 votes. 

The vote of Indiana stood on the 
books as five for the plank desired 
by Brennan, Moore of Ohio, Mack 
of New York and Harry Hawes of 
St. Louis and 25 for the less drastic 
plank that the convention adopted. 
Thus, justly or unjustly, the can- 
didacy of the Indiana Senator was 
given a klan coloration in the 
minds of a faction in the conven- 
tion. 

Wherever delegates got together } 
yesterday the contest of the pre- 
ceding session was fought over 
again. There was noticeable, how 
ever, on the part of the rank and 
file of the delegates a diminution 
of the extreme rancor that marked 
the stormy proceedings in the con- 
vention. Though a few hot-heads 
declared that the fizht would be 
reopened through a motion to re- 
considet the vote on the plank, the 
general disposition was to treat the 
matter as closed. Responsible 
leaders of the party, including 
Moore and Brennan, sought to dis- 
courage the idea of a further con- 
test on the floor. 


Glad Fight Is Over. 

Among spokesmen of both sides 
the general attitude was one of 
relief that the fight was behind the 
convention and notin front. Néw- 
ton D. Baker expressed a view 
typical of the leaders’ public com- 
ment when he said that the battle 
had been the “result cf the sum- 
mer heat.” and the convention, 
having got it out of its system, 
could now get down to constructive 
work.

NEW YORK, June 30,—William 


G. McAdoo, addressing a rally last 
night in the interests of his candi- 
dacy, declared that the liquor in- 
terests, as well as ‘‘big business” 
and a “subsidized and corrupt 
press,” are seeking to block his 
nomination as the Democratic 
presidential candidate. 


He also charged that ‘“boot- 


leggers and their allies, epending 
money in A@nlimited quantities,” 
were attempting to corrupt some 
of the McAdoo delegates with’ a 
view either of swinging their sup- 
port to some other candidate or 
keeping them away from the con- 
vention hall during the balloting. 


Emphatically predicting victory 


in the end and declaring his fol- 
lowers control enough votes to pre- 
vent the nomination of any one 
else, McAdoo urged his audience, 
made up of delegates and alter- 


nates supporting him, to spurn 


false hospitality and remain in 
their seats in the convention hall 
throughout the battle. 


“We Will Give No Quarter.” 
“Our ranks cannot be shattered 


by entertainment and threats of 
starvation,” said McAdoo. “Crooks, 
grafters and the predatory interests 
are attempting to destroy our Gov- 
ernment. We know the evil forces, 
we have to fight. We ask no quar- 
ter, and we will give them none. 


“The liquor interests, with paid 


hirelings and attorneys, are helping 
tv direct the fight against pro- 
gressive Democracy. Do you won- 
der they don’t want me in the pres- 
idency? They have vision and im- 
agination, and know that if I am in 
the White House prisons will ya 
for their kind.”’ 


Warning delegates to “beware of 


Greeks bearing gifts,”” McAdoo said 
his friends should be on their guard 
against propaganda in the guise of 
entertainment, designed to advan 
the candidacy of someone else. 


“Is hospitality designed to ad- 


vence a candidacy the right kind?” 
he asked. “Is entertainment of- 
fered to some of you a kind yuu 
wouldn't care to talk about whan 
you get home. The right sort? De- 
vices are being used to keep my 
friends out of the convention hall, 
demoralize our ranks, and bring 
about a victory for evil. 


“I'd rather not be President than

McAdoo said his maximum strength 
would not be apparent on the first 
ballot. Naturally, he added, there

“There probably will be many 


heats in this race,” he continued.

“There never was a time when 
the Republican press of the coun- 
try,” Rockwell continued, “‘was s0 
exercised over the selection of a 
Democratic presidential nominee.

If he was weak, they 
would want him nominated.”’

purpose.”

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GEORGIA WOMAN TELLS 
WHY SHE CHANGED VOTE 


Did Not Want to Defeat Party 
and Therefore Voted Against 
Naming K. K. K. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 30.—The 
woman ‘who .changed her vote on 
the Ku Klux Klan issue said she 
did so to save the Democratic par- 
ty from defeat. 

At 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 
surrounded by 15,000 frenzied men 
and women, Miss Marian Colley, 
slight, dark-haired and big-eyed, 
rose in the Georgia delegation in 
the Democratic convention and in 
a scarcely audible voice changed 
her half vote to the platform rcer- 
olution which did not name. the 
Ku Klux Klan. The resolution was 
carried. 

At 4 o’clock yesterday morning, 
pacing restlessly in her room in the 


Hotel Pennsylvania, she telephoned 
to a member of her delegation and 


begged him to go to Chairman 
Walsh of the convention and 
change her vote back again. She 
was told to gs to bed and try to 
sleep. She had come back yes- 


terday from a bad night, but she 
was serene in her conviction that 
she had helped save the party from 
disruption. 


“T want us to win. We must 
win. It was an awful responai- 
bility,”” she said. “I didn’t have 
time to think. I could hear men’s 
voices around me thére on the con- 
vention floor, but I didn’t know 
what they were saying. 


“All I knew was the Republicans 
hadn’t gone on record on the Rian 
and that voices were saying, “This 
will break up the party.’ I re- 
member someone said I'd stabbed 


everything. I couldn't take the re- 
sponsibility for our defeat. 

“But I'm not afraid of the klan. 
I wasn't afraid of the klan Satur- 
day night. Ill always fight the 
klan.”’ 


Miss Colley Votes “No.” 


While Chairman Walsh's gavel 
had crashed for silence and H. H. 
Dean of the Georgia delegation, on 
a chair, clutching the State stand- 
ard, had croaked her name, Miss 
Colley had risen from her seat to 
change her vote. 

“But I'm against the klan,” she 
eaid in a small voice. The muscles 
of her face contracted spasmodical- 
ly and she sat down. Delegates and 
spectators over the garden were on 
their feet yelling. Miss Colley was 
pushed up again. 

’ This time she said, “I vote ‘no,’ ” 
in a voice that hardly carried to 
the double line of policemen sur- 
rounding the Georgia delegation. 
Once more she rose. The chair- 
man’s gavel swung. It was so re- 
corded, and Miss Colley’s ordeal 
was over. 

When Andrew C. Erwin, anti- 
klansman of the Georgia delega- 
tion, made a fighting speech for the 
minority resolution naming the 
klan, Miss Colley was the only one 
to arise from her sullen delegation 
and shake his hand.

NEW YORK, June 30.—Crystal- 


lization of editorial opinion of the 


New York newspapers on the de- 
bates on the League of Nations and 
the Ku Kiux Klan planks in the 
Democratic convention Saturday, 
and the ensuing vote, finds the edi- 
torial writers apparently as far 
apart in their views as the dele- 
gates themselves. 

The referendum proposition on 
the league adopted by the conven- 
tion is denounced by the Times as 
“a Bryanesque whimsy which never 
can be put into practical effect," 
while the World, which hag been 
as ardent a champion of the league 
as the Times, makes no comment 
as to whether the plan is workable 
and says the convention did not 
stand by the league because “the 
dominant candidates, at the mo- 
ment, did not find a pronounce- 
ment for the league politically con- 
venient. On the other hand, the 
Republican Herald-Tribune de- 
nounces the league plank as “an 
amazing product of cowardice and 
insincerity which would open the 
door to political innovationg of the 
most perilous sort. 

Klan Had no Defenders. 

Th eWorld, which first exposed 
the Kian, and has led the fight for 
naming the hooded organization in 
the Democratic platform, takes 
comfort in the defeat of its project 
in the fact that the Klan had no 
defenders in the convention and 
that “ita purposes were denounced 
and ridiculed as much by those who 
voted against naming it as the oth- 
er side.” 

The Times says that the Klan is- 
sue is something that has got to 
be fought out; it is something that 
cannot be camouflaged or compro- 
mised; the fight in the convention 
is only the beginning of a fight that 
will have to be carried on in State 
after State and Congressional Dis- 
trict after Congressional District.” 

The World says it is too early to 
say now just how the Klan and the 
League will figure in the cam 
and challenges the Republican par- 
ty to exploit these issues. ‘“‘For the 
issues within the Democratic party 
are also issues within.the Republi- 
can party,” says the World, ‘and 
they will be exploited for factional 
ends by either party at their peril. 

The World’s Editorial. 

The w York World editorial, 
headed ‘ e Great Debates,” fol- 
lows:

WITH CIVIL WAR BAYONET 


Kansas City (Kan.) 
Victim Threatencd Him With 
Knife. 


Special to the Post -Dis-patoh. 
KANSAS CITY, Kan., June 30.— 


A. L. Givens of this city yesterday 
afternoon killed Frank Zieglemay- 
er, 37 years old, with a bayonet 
carried by one of Givens’ relatives 
in the Civil War. 

The slaying was the climax of a 
quarrel over an $8 board bill owed 
by Zieglemayer to Mr. and Mrs.

Givens told police Zieglemayet 
objected to the amount of the bil'.

Zieglemayer, according to Givens, 
returned to the house yesterday 
afternoon and the quarrel over the 
board bill was resumed. Ziegle- 
mayer, Givens said, flourished a 
butcher knife, and Givens seize 
the bayonet which lay on a win- 
dow sill in the kitchen and stabbed 
Zieglemayer through the heart. 

He died in an ambulance on the 
way to a hospital. Givens is held 
by police.

PERMANENT TENURE 
FOR TEACHERS. URGED 


Conference of. Educators Also 
Discusses Need of Retire- 
ment Allowances. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 30.—Re- 


tirement allowances for teachers, 
permanent tenure guarantees and 
the education bill, the three main 
questions up for discussion at this 
year’s annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Education Association, 
formed the subject of reports and 
addresses at today’s general con- 
ference of the association. 

With Miss Olive M. Jones, pres- 
ident of the association, in the 


chair, reports of committees were 
submitted on the three subjects, 
with one hour allotted for discus- 
sion of each. 

Philip E. Carlson, principal of 
the Minneapolis Roosevelt High 
School, submitting the report on 
retirement allowances, declared 
every state should enact a sound 
teacher retirement law to protect 
children from teachers rendered in- 
competent by advanced age; to at- 
tract capable persons into the 
teaching profession, and to protect 
the public from the waste of an 
expensive school plant manned by 
superannuated teachers. School 
boards, he said, should not have 
to choose between “retaining a 
teacher after he is incompetent 
from old age or dismissing a teach- 
er who has given years of faithful 
service with the knowledge that 
he has no means of support.” 

“Menace” of Politics. 

The report of the committee on 
tenure was introduced by Fred M. 
Hunter, Superintendent of Schoole 
at Oakland, Cal., who urged that 
permanent tenure be introduced to 
ensure the best possible teachers 
and to free the profession from 
the “menace” of political ap- 
pointees. The measures recom- 
mended, he said, would guarantee 
to teachers a security in their posi- 
tions during good behavior and ef- 
ficiency, after a suitable probation- 
ary period. 

George D. Strayer, professor of 
school administration at Columbia 
Yniversity, sponsored a cgmmittee 
report advocating the passage of 
the Sterling-Reed education bill, 
under which a Federal department 
of education, with a secretary of 
education, would be established. 
Dr. Strayer declared the crea- 
tion of such a department would 
“make possible scientific investiga- 
tion in the field of education simi- 
lar to that which has already been 
so effectively carried on;in the 
field of agriculture and commerce 
under the auspices of the Federal 
Government.” | 
Badly Needed. 
Leadership of the Federal Gov- 
ernment “is badly needed,” Dr. 
Strayer said, in the matter of edu- 
cational finance, and in the revision 
of the public school curriculum." 
The latter is at present handi- 
capped by the lack of necessary 
data, he said. Asserting that the 
bill would further ensure the em- 
ployment of only fully qualified 
teachers. Dr. Srayer said this 
could be accomplished “by annual- 
ly appropriating a ma imum of 
$15,000,000 to aid the states in 
training the teachers.”’ 
Finally, he said, the measure 
“aims to reduce the glaring educa- 
tional inequalities that mock the 
nation’s ideal,” and which are 
shown in the last census listing 
1,374,000 children from 7 to 13 as 
not attending any kind of educa- 
tional institution.

Thereupon the junk 
men attacked the cargo still on the 
wharf.

The British gunboat Cockchafer 
at Hawley’s request, Was preparinz 
to send men to guard the ®argo but 
Hawley went ashore without wait- 
ing for the party from the gunboat 
The junk men scattered, Hawley 
caught and kicked one and the 
others turned and attacked him, 
The American ran toward the 
river, expecting .o swim to safety 
but was clubbed over the head and 
fell into the water. His own boat- 
men rescued him and took him 
aboard the gunboat, where he died.

“Tl was just getting on my. feet 
again,” Harris said to policemen 
today, “when this robbery had to 
happen.” 

He said he was examining a col- 
lection of diamonds at his desk, 
about 11:35 a. m.,; when the two 
men entered, and, displaying re- 
volvers, ordered him to be silent, 
and took the diamonds which he 
had in front of him, and which 
he says were worth more than 
$5000. They then tied him to his 
revolving chair, his hands tied be- 
hind him, and put 2 strip of ad- 
hesive tape over his mouth.

GOVERNOR PAROLES NEGRO 
SERVING LIFE SENTENCE 


Jess Matthews Was Sent From Jef- 
ferson County for Murder Near- 
ly 15 Years Ago. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 30.— 
Gov. Hyde today granted a parole, 
effective today, to Jes@ Matthews, 
37 years old, who has served 14 
years and 8 months of a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary for first 
degree murder. Matthews was sent 
from Jefferson Coéunty, where he 
Was convicted in October, 1909, of 
killing John Chappelle, another 
negro, at Herculaneum, Mo., by 
striking him over the head with a 
baseball bat, in a quarrel over a 
crap game.

POLITICAL COW ARDICE 
The Democratic national convention took the path 
of cowardice and evasion, and failed miserably to 
meet the tests of candor and courage on two vital 
issues. It adopted a gold-brick referendum, with 
an evasive introduction, on the League of Nations, 
and what Edward M. Moore of Ohio aptly character- 
ized as a “John Doe indictment” of the Ku Klux Klan. 


In both decisions it followed the malign and ruin- 
ous guidance of William Jennings Bryan, whose 
feeble and foolish leadership has repeatedly led the 
party to discredit and defeat. 

The decision on the klam was reached after a pro- 
longed contest which will always remain memor- 
able in convention annals. The solemnity, intensity 
and passion of the klan struggle overshadows every 
other feature of the platform. Even the controversy 
on the League of Nations plank, which was raised 
to heights of grandeur by the eloquence and fervor 
of Newton D. Baker, is expunged temporarily from 
the public mind by the klan issue. And on both 
questions the counsel of expediency prevailed. The 
proposed referendum on the League of Nations is 2 
tricky subterfuge to evade the responsibility of rep- 
resentative government. A simple statement to the 
effect that the party Was in favor of working ear- 
nestly and sympathetically with the League for the 
promotion of peace and friendship among the nations 
would adequately have met the strategic require- 
ments of the campaign and would, we believe, have 
expressed the sentiment of the American people. 

But the klan is the issue paramount. 

By the narrow margin of four and a fraction votes 
the Democratie national convention rejected the mi- 
rority plank, which denounced the Ku Klux Klan by 
name. 

By that decision the convention betrayed the ear- 
nest hope of millions of Americans that the Demo- 
cratic party would be true to itself, true to its tra- 
ditions, true to the faith of its great founder.

THE “PRIZE BONER.” 


The Republicay campaign has experienced its first 
“untoward incident.”” Through pure misadventure 
it has doused its fresh, promising “running mate” in 
petroleum.

The 
assailant could not be identified: To do so would 
be to plunge the nation into a whiripool of fratri- 
cidal wrath. 

It was not by such cowardice and casuistry that 
the Democratic party in 1856 met the similar issue 
of Knownothingism.

Complaints have been made that canvassers for 
signatures to the referendum petition to force the 
city to annul the ordinance dismissing the suit for 
condemhation proceedings and proceed with plans 
for the northeast bridge approach are misrepresent- 
ing the bridge situation to prospective signers. 
These canvassers, it is said, obtain signatures by 
telling citizens that the petition will save the free 
bridge and prevent the exchange of the Eads and 
free bridges, which, the canvassers claim, will result 
if the petition fails.

NEW YORK, June 29.—You have per- 
haps guessed that we had a great debate 
at the Democratic convention on Saturday 
night. We did. In a way the convention 
ended right there, for anything that follows 
must be by comparison feeble. The conven- 
tion will nominate a ticket, but it will not 
experience again the dramatic moments 01 
Saturday. The anti-climax is but a foothill 
of the climax. 

New York was sullen and angry when the 
effort to name the Ku Klux Klan in the 
platform failed by only one vote. The con- 
vention itself was quite happy. It had 
averted disaster by a hair. 


Nobody in that great and stirring de- 
bate, when 2000 of the tallest polite- 
men in New York restrained both 


the delegates and the audience from vio- 
lence, .spoke kindly of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Those speaking against the majority report 
of the Committee on Resolutions said the 
same thing about it that those supporting 
the minority report® said. Everybody said 
il was wrong to deny anyone the sanctuary 
promised by the Statue of Liberty. 

The question was what the Democratic 
party should do about it. The people who 
supported the minority report had the sen- 
timental and moral side of the question. 
So did Mr. Baker have the sentimental 
and moral side of the questions ag to the 
League of Nations. A national convention 
has to consider the political side of these 
questions. Presumably Bryan knows the 
country religiously better than anyone else. 
He ds ever going about in it and up and 
down in it preaching. He said the conven- 
tion was about to light a prairie fire which 
would get beyond its control, and he pre- 
dicted that if it did do this another party 
would arise to take up the economic battle 
which the Democratic party had abandoned. 

“That side, so we all thought, had lost the 
debate when Mr. Bryan got up to speak. 
He had his work cat out for him if he was 
to retrieve it, he said. The stage was won- 
derfully set. The galleries had been aroused 
to a frenzy by the attacks upon Ku Klux, 
and the delegates were torn with doubt 
what they ought to do. There was a vo- 
ciferous relaxation when Mr. Bryan was an- 
nounced. His leadership of the party was 
aitested by a glad shout of welcome which 
seemed to say plainly enough that here was 
someone who would know what the party 
should do. , 

As we all know, Mr. Bryan is an evange- 
list, an exhorter, a man not greatly feared 
outside a hall. His conquests are emotional, 
and the emotions of the convention had 
been profoundly stirred. The political 
bosses from the cities did not care what 
happened on the prairies. They wanted to 
exploit the Ku Kiux Klan and _  intrench 
themselves in thetr own strongholds. Mr. 
Bryan cared. He was tottering with 
cxhaustion and flinging himself like a 
wet rag across the dais when he cried at 
length: “I call you back.” 

We all knew then that the outcome was 
in doubt, exactly as we knew when Mr. 
Baker made his splendid appeal that there 
was not the slightest doybt about the vote 
on the League of Nations. Senator Pitt- 
man spoke the truth about Baker. “He is a 
crusader,” he said. He is, indeed, and what 
a crusader! He made thegpolice weep, and 
it is doubtful if any other political conven- 
tion ever heard such an appeal. Maybe this 
was what Patrick Henry could do when he 
talked about liberty, and maybe that is why 
we associate Patrick Henry in our minds 
with liberty. The old red anarch, war, must 
have quailed before that onslaught. Baker 
made us see war in all its hideousness, and 


he conjured out of the mists of hate that

mander in chief. It go happened that just 
when the Democratic convention convened 
the League of Nations enjoyed an acclaim 
which made the party less afraid of it &s a 
political issue than it has been at any time 
since the solemn referendum of 19290.

He knew what was 
the matter with the Republicans, and he 
asked us if we knew where the isolationists 
are. Of course, we know quite well where 
they are. They are lost utterly. What has 
happened, then, is only what was bound to 
happen those who pulled us down from the 
height to which we had risen, and if neith- 
er power nor glory attach to the names of 
Johnson and Lodge, we are far from a 
loss to know why it is so.. He was right 
there, and the convention knew it. No bet- 
ter moral than that lends itself to human 
guidance. 

Having got through these things, which 
consumed all of last week, we ought now 
to be able to hold the convention. Candi- 
dates have been far from our thought. 
Their causes and claques, the dark ways of 
bosses and the schemes of jobhoppers have 
had to wait. We can have all that now.

COMMUNITY FUND THIS YEAR 


| Analysis ef Subecription Shows Iu- 
crease Over 1923, but Workcrs 
Hope for 125.000. 

An analysis of subscriptions to 
the Community Fund for 19°24 
shows that the fund of $1,447,437 
for work of 52 charities of city and 
county was subscribed by 90,9546 
persons. There were about 75,0900 
givers in the first fund campaign 
for 1923. It is hoped that at least 
126,000 persons will rmnake pledges 
for the 1925 fund, 
for which will be held in Novem- 
ber, and officials believe that 
eventually subscribers will eutnur- 
ber the taxpayers of city and 
county. 

Harry B. Wallace, zeneral chair- 
man of the fund, said the great 
number of small amounts pledged, 
rather than a relatively small num- 
ber of large gifts, was responsible 
for success of the work. The fund, 
he said, is organizing so as to give 
every person im the community the 
opportunity to give to the unfort 1 
nate of all races and creeds. 

In the 1924 fund $115,808 was 
given by 63,201 office and factory 
workers in group contributions. In 
separate pledges, the greatest num- 
ber, 13.479, were for $5 to $25, ag- 
gregating $122,709. Gifts of $1 te 
$5. 7774 in number, totaled $12,309. 
Pledges of $25 to $250 numbered 
5682, for $345,745. Pledges. of 
$250 to $5000 numbered. 818, for 
$609,858. There were only 32 sub- 
scriptions of $5000 or more, for 
$241,055.

The most discouraging part of 
the problem of dealing with these 
pests is that they have such a wide 
taste for almost all manner of food 
products and thar they bring s0 
many of their friends and relatives 
to enjoy the feast once they dis- 
cover a tempting source of refresh- 
ments. 

If all foods cannot be removed 
from accessibility by the ants, the 
supports of all cabinets and cup- 
boards containing foodstuffs may 
be set in @mall pans of water which 
is covéirad with a film of oil. All 
substen€es likely to attract ants 
should never be left exposed s0 
that the news of their availability 
sperads to the ants. Then your 
trouble begins. 


Many forms of treatment are 
suggested as means of ridding ‘tthe 
house of ants. As a matter of fact, 
most of them are at best only :dis- 
couraging. While one may kill 
thousands of ants by trapping them 
in sweetened sponges, other thou- 
sands take their places, unless by 
chance @ new and more inviting 
source of food supply and ame ac- 
companied by less hazards jis dis- 
covered in some nearby locality. 


Sugar and borax @issolved in 
boiling water is a favorite form of 
poisoned bait. Camphor left about 
the food places, tartar emetic 
mixed with honey for those ants 
whose tastes favor sweets, and with 
bacon grease and butter flor those 
liking a heartier diet, or' sodium 
all 
discouraging remedies that may 
turn the trick and causeéthe ants 
to disappear. 


In the South food shelves and 
cabinets are sometimes | protected 
by tacking a poisoned type along 
the edges. This affordsja sort of 
dead line across whichi the ants 
are said not to pass. The tape 
may be secured at drug‘ stores in 
certain sections of the country, 
corrosive sublimate being ‘the pol- 
son most frequently used. 

If poison solutions aregmade suf- 
ficiently weak they may’be carried 
to the home of the comony by the 
busy worker ants and tfed to the 
young, thus the whole community 
is gradually destroyed. For such 
Syrups a cup of sugar dissolved in 
a pint of water with 60 grains of 
arsenate of soda addedfis an ef- 
fective mi_ture. ,
